6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 8.12 and 22 . the prior art fails to teach a method and apparatus for 
managing replication policies, comprising: a policy cloning tool, for selecting and cloning 
first replication policy and policy editor enabling user to rename the cloned first policy 
and to specify a change to an attribute of the cloned first replication policy to produce a 
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second replication policy which is different from the first replication policy, and applying 
this second replication policy to plurality of data replication relationships, wherein the 
replication policy is defined in claims 8,12 and 22. 

As to claims 10.11.14.15.23 and 24 . those claims are allowed by the virtue of 
their dependency on claims 8,12 and 22 respectively.
